In response to requests by the library community and the Depository Library Council to 
the Public Printer, the Assistant Public Printer (Superintendent of Documents) in the summer of 
1974 directed the Library Division to join the Ohio College Library Center’s on-line cataloging 
network, convert to the MARC format, and catalog according to Anglo-American cataloging 
rules (AACR). 

The Monthly Catalog utilizes AACR and Library of Congress main entries. Subjects are 
derived from Library of Congress Subject Headings 8th edition and its supplements. The catalog 


consists of text and four indexes—author, title, subject, and series/report number. 
The Government Printing Office considers the Monthly Catalog to be an evolving publica- 
tion. Its scope and timeliness will continue to be of prime importance.

A 25 percent discount is allowed to purcha- 
sers of 100 or more copies of a single publication mailed to one address. Bookdealers, buying for the purpose 
of resale. may receive the same discount regardless of quantity if the publications are mailed to their place 
of business. No discount is allowed when the publications are mailed to a third party unless in quantities 
of 100 or more, or on several periodicals or groups of publications which fall into a special pricing category. 


PRICES 


The prices of all U.S. Government publications sold by the Superintendent of Documents are estab- 
lished by the Public Printer in accordance with Title 44 of the United States Code. 

Prices are subject to change and the prices charged on your order will be those in effect at the time 
your order is processed. As it is not feasible to manually correct the prices in the publications affected by 
price changes, the prices charged on your order may differ from those printed in the publications. 

Although the issuing agencies generally know about price changes, some agencies inadvertently con- 
tinue to publish announcements, order forms, and catalogs which contain erroneous prices. Frequently, the 
news media publish articles with erroneous or outdated prices.

CONGRESSIONAL PUBLICATIONS 


Subscription service has been implemented for the following groups of Congressional publications: 
House and Senate Documents; House and Senate Hearings; House and Senate Reports on Public Bills; 
House and Senate Reports on Private Bills; Public Bills; Private Bills; Public Laws; and Private Laws. 
In most cases, single copies of publications in these groups of Congressional publications are not sold. 
Sales copies of a few of the more important ones are printed, and you will find the sales prices listed in the 
individual entries. The current subscription prices may be obtained from the Superintendent of Documents. 





How To Order Publications 


Publications entered in this catalog that are for sale by the Superintendent of Documents are indicated by 
a “for sale” statement in the text entries. Those Congressional Publications which are not for sale may be 
obtained from the responsible Committee, or from the House or Senate Documents Room. Entries for 
publications sold by National Technical Information Services include a statement to that effect. Unless 
otherwise indicated, publications are distributed by the issuing office which appears immediately before the 
publication date in each entry. Additional information necessary for procuring documents appears above or 
within text entries. Requests to issuing offices should contain titles and dates of publications. 

Do not use the L.C. card number in ordering publications. 


HOW TO REMIT 


Remittances for Government Printing Office sales documents should be made to the Superintendent of 
Documents, U.S. Government Printing Office, Washington, DC 20402, by check or money order. Publica- 
tions cannot be mailed in advance of receipt of remittance. Foreign remittances should be made by 
International Postal Money Order, by draft on a United States or Canadian bank, or by UNESCO Coupons.

Under provisions of Title 44 of the United States Code, certain libraries are designated depositories for 
Government publications. Through them Federal Government documents are made available to residents of 
every State, District of Columbia, Guam, Puerto Rico, and the Virgin Islands. Distribution to the libraries is 
made by the Office of the Superintendent of Documents. 

It is sometimes impossible to obtain desired publications by purchase from the Superintendent of 
Documents. Stocks may have been exhausted or the document may be permanently out of print. In these 
instances the depositories render an invaluable service by keeping such publications permanently available. 
Every Government publication cannot be consulted at all depository libraries. Designated Regional 
Depositories are required to receive and retain one copy of all Government publications made available to 
depository libraries either in printed or microfacsimile form. All other libraries are allowed to select the 
classes of publications best suited to the interests of their particular clientele.
